ON THFE CULTURE OF PEAS.

"- "The pea is a native of the sqafhern parts
saf Enrope, and is found grawing spontane-
‘ously in the western parts of our own'con-
fiacnt. Yhe family is alargeona,contyin.
ing several species; bat of these the rigLd
‘YA alone comes within the.geope of car.
present purpose. - Of this, there are two
vatieties, denominated from théir. colour,
the-grey-and the green;.both productive,
‘and {when separated from the skin, that
*surrounds them) a food of excelient quality’
for taan; wholesdme, nntritive and pleisand:’
and for cattle, whether in a dry or green
state, much to be recommended. Shevrp,
cowa and horses are particularly fond of
them; and hoygs -are more promp ly and
econorhically fattened on a mix'nre of pea
and barley meal, in a state of dccetus fer-
wneatation, than by any other fond !

The *tructure of +he roots wouldindicate,
that peas are an exhausting crop; and it is.
on this evidence, that in Europe they are
admitted only in long, or six yrars.sota.
tions; but if we examine the leaves, in re-
gard to both number andtorm, we w-l_l pro-
byply find reason to mcdify this opinion,
and allow. that bystifin® weeds, by check-
ing evaporation, and-eventnally by their
own fall, they meliorate the soil and render
it more favourable to subsequent crops.

or at most two pluughings. will ke suffici-
eut, Sowing, as a peneral rule, ought to
follow plonghing, without loss of time; and

For this purpose,
Tye, oats and beans nave been selected, and
wi o preat advantage.

IV the market for pess be bLrisk and high,
he will in harvest, thresh and sell the grain;
if, on the other hand, petas are low and
pork high, the moment the pods fill, be

Extract of a letter dated Scotland Neck,
N. C 3d April, 1823,
e¢l saw in the Farmer a few weck’s past,
that a gentleman was zbout to send you
trom this s.ate, some Georgia or Tory peas
~should you receivé them by the 20th
April—it your Jand is kind for peas, | want
you to plant a few in ground that was te.d
ed Jast year, and not cultivate them at all—
I have for the last two years planted a con
siderable quantity inthe following manner.
About the last of April or first of May, |
lay off rows by the side of the old corn hill;
the pea droppers follow and drop from 5 to
10 against the hill, and cover them with
their feet ~ I do nothing more to them, and
have had as luxuriant a growth as 1 ever
have seen grown in fields cultivated in the
fall 1 turn my hogs in on them, in their
green state, which fittens them very fast,
and will not injure them. Un land that
really suits, I think them far preferable to
clover for us, as we have the vine, lea! and
khulls—and nearly or quite as many weeds,
s if nothing wera planted i1n the giound.”

forth and grow finely. As the ingrafted
branches multiply, diminish the original
ones, and in a short t.me, nothing will re’
main but the new tree.

hog maddened, being the first known .o
“ave been bitten. The wound was aslight
one onthe ear The hog was very irrita
ble; spasms trcqnent, but not so violent as
in s:me of the preceding. It died onthe
16th,

January Ist, 1823 A horse of Mr. Hinde
maddened, and died on the 3d. This horse
was in town on the 21st of September, and
was tied to a post near the place where In.
man was bitten. The horse was suapposed
to-be affected on the first day with some
discase peculiar to horses, and medicjne was
given accordingly; but on the second and
third day, the symptoms of hydrophobia
were unequivocal.

The foregoing are all the cases in which
I have heard thatthe disease has occurred,
and the animals were affected in variousde-
grees, without any reference to the time or
order of their being bitten, or to thesize or
situations of their wounds. Of the 15 ani-
mals affected with rabies, four only were
certainly known to have been bitten bhefore
the disease was observed. ‘I'he four per-
sons bitten, with whom the prophylaetic
tieatment was adopted as detailed above,
have as yet escaped the affection. The ox
bitten in the nose and neck has continued
unaffected, though nothing wasdone inthe
way of prevention. The hog of Stookey
was wounded irrthe knee joint of the fore
lcg, 2and the wound bled to such a dezree
a3 to e .danger the iife of theanimal ‘I'Le
dischiarge of blood and synovial fluid con-
tinned for some days, and with it the ca-
nine poison lodged on the part was proba
bly.removed. . i

I have now, Sir, gone through with the

detail of all the circumstances relating to
the rabid dog, and the animals bitten by it
I leave it to yourself to draw such conclu-
sions from the factsstated, asyou may think
rational. :

M. MANUEL.

«This Member ot the Chamber of Depu. |
ties was born at Barcelonette, in thedeparta
ment ofthe I1austes Alpes. His father who
was a Nptary, sent hiin to Rouergne, to be
educated by an uncle, and also for the ad.
vantage of a chaiige of air, as all his bro.
thers had died between the age of five and
sevei', The uncle; who was an ecclesias.
tic, soon observed that his nephew, alon
with great boldness of character, display
even in infancy, great natural talents. He
sent him to Nismes to improve his eduati.
on, and he returned home from his studies
atthe early age of 15 He was about to
embark in the trade which the inhabitants
of the Alps carry on with Piedmont, whea
the revolution broke out, and induced him
to alter his plans. In 1792, though then-
scarcely 17, he entered into the army, and
served in the first campaigns in ltaly and
Germany. He was then remarkable for
. his good sense, his great facility of exprese
sion, and a calm firmness wlich gave him
an ascendancy over all bis companions.—
He sooa rose to the rank’ of captain of ca-
valry; but about the iume of the signing of
the treaty of Campo Formio, when he had
served six years, he retired from the army
in consequence ot iil health At that epoch

Manuel visited Raris He had not been
long there, when he learned tha'two Elec-
toral Arondissements of the Hautes Alps
f:ad returned him a Deputy. He wished to
decline this honour, but being urP'td by,
his friends to accept it, he took his seat,
and very soon became a leading man inthe
Chamber, -

On the fomation of a committee to draw
up the plin of a Constitution, in the name
of the Provisional Government, he was
chosen one of the members. There were
then two parties in the Chamber —one for -
recalling the BBourbons, under certa:n con.’
ditions; the other for Napoleon LI. The de-
bates were extremely violent. M Manuel
prevailed on both parties to abandon their
points of contention, to think only what
was dujlo‘ the country, and to proclaim no
Sovereign. i
